They are 
surprised at the opposition in their own party 
to any tariff revision. They are talking of raw 
materials, but the bills which favor putting 
raw materials on the free list are so far mainly 
confined to jute and jute butts. The placing 
of thesé on the free list is not demanded in the 
section of country where the Carlisle-Morrison 
party expect to gain recruits. These bills affect 
the flax industry. and strike at the effort that 
is made in this direction in the West 
and Northwest.

The tidal wave of distrust of the Republican 
party has spent its force, and there is a great 
deal ot sunshine in its future,” said Mr. Ed- 
munds tonight, in addressing the joint Repub- 
lican caucus.

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MURDER AND MYSTERY. 


Amelia Olsen Choked to Death Near 
the Northwestern Limits of 
the City. 


A Theory that She Was Outraged, 
Strangled, and Dragged Across the 
Prairie—Puzzling Points. 


‘The Arrest of a Married Man Who Was 
‘Been with Her Tuesday Night- 
Foot-Prints for Clews. 


Soon after sunrise yesterday morning a party 
pt icecutters on their way to Taylor's old 
quarry on the extreme northwestern limits of 
the city came u the liféless remains of a 
young girl lying at full length upon the snow 
pf the broad, open prairie. The picture pre- 
sented was mute but eloquent. The body lay 
upon the back, the face pointing straight up- 
ward, the left arm lying across the body, and 
the right being stretched close beside it. The 
skirts were thrown aside and the limbs exposed 
to the frozen air. The face and limbs were 
frozen,and the body itself, though warmly 
covered, was cold as ice. There were marks of 
violence upon the neck and throat, and a dark 
pruise near the corner of the mouth, while a 
few reddish stains could be traced upon the 
dark, heavy cloak, which was closeiy buttoned 
around the lifeless form. 

The following diagram shows the spot in 
which the body was found and the general lay 
of the land in that vicinity.

While the disheveled hairand disarranged 
hing pointed to a struggle, the snow where

The tracks are those of a woman 
and a man, and a wo *s hand is also outlined. 
A few red stains, a drop bere and there, give 
color and argument to the relics of the death- 
Struggie. A bundle containing pieces of black 
@ioth, such as is used in the lining of men’s 
clothing. and one red mitten, a match to one 
upon the band of the dead girl, were also 
within the area of trampled snow. It 
that the murder—for it could have been noth- 
ing else—had been committed here, and that 
the body had been dragged away to avoid im- 
mediate discovery. 

THE DISCOVERY AND THE, IDENTIFICATION. 

The mystery was reported by Charles Flint, 
One of the discoverers, to John Sackley, the 
foreman of the party, who turned in an alarm 
for the patrol-wagon.

Cane-Growers’ Convention. 

St. Lours, Mo., Jan. 16.— [Special.] — The 
Mississippi Valley Cane-Growers’ Association 
met today for its fifth annual nieeting in Poly- 
technic Hall, the President, Col. Norman J. 
Coleman, in the chair. The attendance was 
larger than in any previous years, in- 
cluding representatives from nearly all 
the Western States and ai delegation 
of five from the Louisiana Sugar-Planters’ As-

from 25 to 40 per cent being lost in the bagasse, 
as is now the case under the crushing system.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—The annual re- 
port of the Agricultural Department, just 
issued, puts the corn crop of Illinois at 8,151,- 
463 acres, yielding 203,786,500 bushels, being an 
average of twenty-five bushels per acre. IIli- 
nois is the banner State, no other having as 
large an acreage or producing as many bushels. 
The next highest is Iowa, which has 666,621 
acres, though Kansas, which has 478,473 acres, 
has a larger number of bushels than Iowa, her 
total being 172,800,000, against Iowa's 169,629,- 
000. Illinois has almost one-eighth of the total 
corn acreage of the entire country, and over

A Card from Maj. Henry, Asserting His 
Innocence of the Charge of Crim- 
inal Conversation with 
Mrs. Johnson. 


JAN. 7, 1884.—[Editor Knoxville (Tenn.) Trid- 
une.|—For the last week my business has called 
me from the line of railroad, and has deprived 
me from seeing the daily papers until Saturday 
last. I reached Jefferson County, and while 
spending a night with a friend I happened to 
pick up the Daily Tribune of the Ist of January. 
In 1t I saw an article in which my name was 
conspicuous, and connected with it were quota- 
tions describing me and my character in a way 
that I would not have known myself had these 
quotations not referred to matters that have 
been made painfully conspicuous in Western 
papers, which have been mailed to me in the 
handwriting of one well known, and by him 
who, of all others, should have suffered even 
death rather than newspaper notoriety to ex- 
pose the downfall of one to whom he had 
pledged beyond and above all other pledges 
that are given and binding on earth. These 
newspaper artheles have been marked and sent 
in prolific abundance to many (as I learn) who 
have been my well-known friends, either 
create prejudice or alienation. 

So far as my name has been connected with the 
„ Henry-Johnson scandal.“ I have said to those 
who were connected with the public press. I do 
not ask you to defend me, nor have I written 
one word myself to any one for publication.“ 
The subject is not one that can be settled or 
satisfactorily explained, nor can any verdict 
be arrived at through a newspaper discussion, 
and from the course your journal has taken 
and the article I am now referring to, your 
views are in full accord with my own, and what 
I shall say in this communication is not for the 

urpose of unearthing the dead, or persecut- 
or even wounding the feelings of the living. 
God knows that there has been suffering 
ope following the train of this fearful scan- 


Uo to this very, hour no man living has made 
any charge of crime against me, although my 
life has been threatened and assasination at- 
tempted and nearly accomplished. The lives 
of others have also been threatened over the 
same signature that threatened mine, 
with that I have nothing to do. I am told that 
there is a confession that forever seals any 
question as to the truth of my guilt in the mat- 
ter. This reported confession I have not seen. 
With extorted conveyances of property, and it 
may be extorted confessions for the same pur- 
pose, I cannot be held responsible. I have 
neither part nor parcel in that matter, and the 
mantle of the grave has forever been thrown 
over the one who is reputed to have confessed 
mea criminal. If the extracts sent by the at- 
torney who took them from the records of the 
court are correct, their falsity can be positive- 
ly established, and she who is reputed to have 
made them could not bave been their originat- 
or. Falsus in uno, falsus in omnibus. It must 
be clear in the minds of all who know the rules 
of evidence that my position as connected with 
crime in the awful tragedy (which is only 
known to me through the channel of public 
scandal) is a very deiicate one, and there is not 
one particle of proof that would stand the test 
of any court or tribunal now established on 
earth. Circumstantial evidence is as good to 
sustain my mame and my tation for 
purity of character as it is for him who has de- 
clared that my life shall pay the forfeit for a 
crime that exists in his only. Sixty 
years of a life, the greater portion of it spent 
under the full blaze of publicity, ought to be a 
period of sufficient length to establish a char- 
bscter that is either known for good or evil, and 
I now make this declaration, and challenge any 
and all who have ever known me, either 
privately or publicly, whether at any time or 
on any occasion I have ever been known, in 
speech or otherwise, to deviate or go aside 
from the paths of virtue or my most holy and 
sacred marriage vows. Tennesseeans, you 
who have known me, many of you, for the last 
twenty years, you have received me and given 
me the hand of welcome in your hospitable 
homes. Your wives and your daughters have 
met and know me—some of you well. I ask 


gard for the virtue of woman. This cardinal 
principle has ever won friends for me in the 
best of female society in the land. These 
principles, believed in and acted upon, will win 
the respect of the most noble and the purest of 
women, when distrust, jealousy, and low sus- 
picion wili drive to ruin. The chosen compan- 
ion of my life, thank God, has never allowed 
herself to think it possible that her love could 
be surpassed or supplanted. Her frequent let- 
ters for more than a quarter of a century will 
bear their full testimony and sustain the proof 
beyond all question or coutroversy. 

Before closing I would omit asacred duty did 
I not make a reverential reference to her whose 
tragic end is so mucb deplored by all whe knew 
her. Gifted in all those higher qualities that 
give true nobility to woman, I shall ever re- 
vere her memory and love her for her virtues. 
She was a Christian, believing in her church 
and her God.

GEN. GRANT’S CHURCH. 
A STORMY MEETING. 
_ New York, Jan. 16.—{Special.|—The annual 
meeting this evening of the Madison Avenue 


Congregational Church, everywhere known as 
Gen. Grant's church, was a very stormy one. 
It brought out the fact ‘that while 
Pastor Newman has been only two years 
the preacher there, the church is four- 
teen years old, and many of those who 
have belonged to it all that time are djssatisfied 
with its present condition. They assert that 
Dr. Newman came on the understanding that 
the debt, then of $80,000, was to be 
paid off, and he was to identify him- 
selt with the church and be installed 
pastor. .This, they say, has been put off, 
and he remains, as at first, merely a Methodist 
preacher under orders supplying a Congrega- 
tional pulpit. They assert that the finances 
are in bad shape, and that to pay his salary of 
$10,000 a large sum has had to be borrowed. 
They add that some of the Trustees 
in his interest have talked of selling the church 
property and with the proceeds paying off the 
debt and building a smaller temple for Dr. 
Newman to end his days in, the new organiza- 
tion to be taken into the Methodist fold. They 
assert that it is understood that Gen. Grant has 
said unless the church becomes Methodist he 
will quit it. 3 4

THE STRUGGLE.

Out of the Transcontinental 
Feb. 6. 


Why It Fights the Utah Agreement 
Kobert Harris Likely to 
Sueceed Villard.

The Union Pacific to Withdraw from 
the Transcontinental Feb. 6. 

The Transcontinental Association did not 
through its work yesterday, as was expected, 
and another meeting will be held today. Near- 
ly the entire day was spent in discussing and 
acting upon the division of the expenses of 
the association. The representative of the 
Union Pacific made a statement to the meeting 
yesterday afternoon that his attendance at 
these meetings is not to be construed as mean- 
ing that the Union Pacific intends to remain a 
member of the association. His road, he said, 
would withdraw from the association Feb. 6, 
under the notice given at Topeka Nov. 8. But, 
as the road was a member until Feb. 6, it had 
been deemed proper that he should attend the 
meeting and participate in the proceedings up 
to that time. 

Commissioner Ristine stated that he was not 
aware of any notice of withdrawal having been 
given by the Union Pacific, and until the re- 
quired ninety-days’ notice of withdrawal had 
been given in writing, and had expired, he 
would continue to consider the Union Pacific a 
member of the association, and if the road 
violated the agreement he would apply its de- 
posit to the payment of penalties. ä 


Why the Union Pacific Refuses to Ac- 
cept the Utah Trafilic Agreement. 
Commissioner Daniels returned from Omaha 
yesterday without having accomplished the ob- 
ject of his trip—namely: to induce General- 
Manager Clark to give his approval to the 
agreement for the adjustment of the U 
troubles made in this city a few days ago. It 


Is learned that Mr. Clark will not consent to the 


formation of the Utah Tariff Association so 
long as the difficulties regarding the tripartite 
agreement and the Transcontinental affairs re- 
main unsettled. Mr. Clark is not satisfied with 
the percentage allowed tothe Central Pacific 
under the Utah agreement—28 per cent 
on east-bound and 10 per cent on west-bound 
business. The Central Pacific, it is stated, has 
heretofore declined its willingness to take 25 
per cent for its east-bound business, and Mr. 
Clark can see no reason why it should now be 
given more than that amount. ‘But this mat- 
ter could no doubt be settled without great dif- 
ficulty were it not for the fact that Mr. Clark 
does not desire to enter into an agreement on 
Utah business before all other difficulties are 
adjusted. It is stated that Mr. Clark thinks the 
arrangement would place his road in a false po- 
sition if it accepted it. It would indicate 
that be is not sincere in his demand for 
an extension of the territory of the Transconti- 
nental Association to Chicago. By agreeing to 


make the Missouri River the terminus for the 


Utah Association, it might be claimed that 
there was no good reason why he should refuse 
to have the Eastern terminus of the Transcon- 
tinental Association at the Missouri River. The 
Union Pacific will refuse to enter into any new 
agreements that do not recognize Chicago as 
the Eastern terminus of the road. 
Owing to the refusal of the Union Pacific to 
join the Utah Traffic Association the Denver § 
Rio Grande has established its own Eastern 
agency in New York. The road will solicit 
through California business in connection with 
the Burlmgton from Chicago to Denver, and 
with the Central Pacific from Ogden to the Pa- 
cific coast.

. Election of a Board of Directors—

New York, Jan. 16.—{Special.]—The affairs 


of the New York, Ontario & Western Railroad 
and its kindred corporations (West Shore and 


North River Construction) absorbed the lion's 


share of attention in Wall street today. The 
stir created by Conrad N. Jordan, the dissatis- 
ned Treasurer of the Ontario & Western, caused 
an extraordinary interest to be taken in the an- 
nual meeting of the stockh of that com- 
pany, and the day witnessed a succession of ex- 
citing scenes. Rumors of bloodshed were cir- 
culated through the Mills Building early 
in the forenoon. It seems that Mr. 
Jordan, who is as hot tempered some- 
times as he is amiable at other times, 
went into the Treasurer's office and tried to 
gain access to the large safe. The Assistant 
Treasurer, John L. Nisbet, acting under in- 
structions, declined to permit Mr. Jordan to 
open the safe, whereupon the latter waxed in- 
dignant and insisted that as Treasurer of the 
company he had a right to open the safe. Mr. 


Nisbet refused to recognize such right, and Mr. 


Jordan sprang upon him and caught him 
fiercely by the throat, and threatened to choke 
him into submission. The Assistant Treasurer 
is a young man, and Mr. Jordan is at least 60 
years of age. The former released himself 
from Mr. Jordan's grasp as peaceably as possi- 
ble, and in a moment the latter’s fury subsided 
and he expressed regret for what he had done. 
Mr. Nisbet freely forgave his excitable superior, 


and quietly wiped a few drops of blood from 
his neck, where the sharp edges of his standing 


collar had broken the skin. 


TREASURER JORDAN SATISFIED, BUT ANGRY. 
After the stormy mecting of today was over 


Mr. Jordan was asked if he was satisfied with 
Gen. Winslow’s answer, and he replied: * Yes, 
in the main, if his statements are true. I don't 
know how true those statements are.” Subse- 
quently, when Mr. Jordan was in an excited 
mood, he declared that the interests of the On- 
tario & Western Road had been sacrificed to 
the interests of the West Shore. “I under- 
stood that they want to put me in an insane 


asylum,” said he, “but I am just 
crazy enough to believe that when the 
Ontario & Western is put into 


the hands of a Receiver the stockholders will 
find that they have been badly left. I tried to 


prevent this state of things. When I found 


that I was not admitted to the inner councils 
of the company I went to my friend, Vice-

Like other undefined 
noises which float about, it cannot be located 
exactly; but neither can it be denied or 
hushed. Gen. Sherman is a conspicuous 
figure in contemporaneous American history. 
He ranks second to Grant alone among the 
heroes of the Civil War. His administration 
as Chief of the Army, but recently closed, 
has been marked by rare intelligence. He is 
known for his independence of thought and 
directness of purpose. He has at no time 
been identified with any of the factions, 
cliques, and cabals of politics. He has the 
reputation of being a brusque and unconcilia- 
tory man; but whatever offense this quality 
may have given to individuals who have 
come in conflict with him the people re- 
call no word or act of his deserving 
of censure. He has retired from the army 
at an age—about 63 years—when he may 
look forward to many years of usefulness in 
some other field. He is a man of strong and 
tough physical constitution and great mental 
activity, and he is probably disinélined to 


settle down to a listless life of idleness. The | 


conditions which surround him are certainly 
ominous to the President-makers. He is not 
the sort of leader to whom the politicians 
would naturally incline. He could make 
himself extremely disagreeable to that class 
of advisers“ who aspire to control the ad- 
ministration of affairs. All his character- 
istics suggest that he might be as independ- 
ent and stubborn in the Presidential office 
as Gen. Jackson was in his time. Such a 
prospect may lead the politicians to dread 
and induce them to oppose his nomina- 
tion, but the people may not discov- 
er therein any room for opposing his 
preferment. In case the various factions and

GIVE THE TAXPAYERS A REST. 

A correspondent whose letter is printed in 
another column objects in the . strongest way 
to any let-up in the premature payment of 
the public debt, but insists on keeping up the 
headlong rush. The Government has not 
only met every obligation of the debt of the 
War at 100 cents on the dollar as it has fallen 
due and fulfilled every requirement of the 
sinking fund, but has paid the creditors 
$455,000,000 more than that fund calis for. 
So says Secretary Folger in the special report 
on the sinking fund lately submitted to Con- 
gress. Now we say, give taxpayers who 
have paid out of their earnings $455,- 
000,000 more than was due a rest. Times 
are hard; workingmen by the hundred 
thousands are out of work; the farmers are 
not selling their stuff at as good prices as 
they want; business is depressed; manu- 
factures overdone. Then reduce the taxes 
and give us a rest on the payment of the debt 
until the $455,000,000 to our credit on the 
books of the Treasury is absorbed by the 
fund. The people ‘want their earnings; the 
bondholders don’t want it. They can do 
better with it than the bankers and specu- 
lators to whom it will be paid and who will 
throw most of it into Wall street to stimulate 


gambling there. But td all this our corre- 


spondent objects. He wants the debt bearing 
only 3 per cent interest paid in a hurry, and 
he is perfectly willing to skin the country to 
do it; to obstruct money worth 6 to 9 per 
cent to the owner to pay off 3 per cent undue 
bonds! This is financiering with a vengeance. 
The solitary reason given by him for this 
urgent wish to clear off the National debt 
years before it is due is, that we may, proba- 
bly will, find ourselves involved in some 
great war within fifteen years, and then the 
existence of a debt would be a serious obsta- 
cle in the way of our borrowing more to 
meet the expenses of his supposititious con- 
flict. But there is no prospect of war, and 
hardly a possibility of one; but if one should 
come our having a little debt would not em- 
barrass us in the least in negotiating as big a 
loan as we needed. We might be put to the 
expense of planting some big guns on our 
coast defenses and sowing a few thousand 
torpedoes in the channels of our harbors 
while we are engaged in the inevitable di- 
version of taking in Canada under the wings 
of the American eagle—but that can all be 
donewith the surplus savings of a few years. 
The idea that the existence of a debt would 
prevent us from borrowing more must have 
been generated spontaneously in the active 
brain of our objector; it certainly is not 
founded on the facts of history. The debt of 
Great Britain as a consolidated fund dates 
back to the time of the foundation of the 
Bank of England in the seventeenth century, 
and since then that country has engaged in a 
greater variety of wars than any other in 
Christendom, and certainly has had no trouble 
in bowowing all she has wanted. The ques- 
tion lenders ask of nations, as of individuals, 
is not, Has some one else been lending them ? 
but, Are they good pay—are they pecuniarily 
responsible ? 
The taxeaters and claim agents in Wash- 
ington and the speculators in Wall street are 
bitterly opposed to the plan of reducing the 
taxes and giving the country a rest on the 


‘prepayment of the debt until the surplus of 


$455,000,000 is used up. Taxeaters never 
yearn to collect less; their dreams are always 
of spending more. Wall street has hundreds 
ot millions of watered stocks and bonds to sell 
to the “‘lambs,” and it wants the Treasury 
to keep on pouring millions every month into 
the money market as heretofore as fuel for the 
fires of speculation. This Wall-street influ- 
ence has been mysteriously potent in the 
policy of the Treasury, and does not seem to 
be in any great danger now of being unseated. 
To humor its purposes the Treasury has 
made one of the most preposterous rulings 
with regard to the excess of our debt pay- 
ments that has ever been framed by the tax- 
eating class to double the burdens of the tax- 
feeding classes. Altho $455,000,000 more 
has been paid than was required by the sink- 
ing fund, and altho it was paid years before 
it was due the Wall street gambler-ridden 
Secretary of the Treasury refuses to admit 
that there been any anticipation. The 
Sinking-Fund Jaw says that 1 per cent of the 
debt is to be paid off ‘every year, and hence, 
says the Treasury, the taxpay

ets of the industrial classes, who pay 90 per 
cent of the taxes, to pay a 3 per cent debt not 
due. Especially do we not believe in doing 
so in hard times. We don’t believe in taking 
money out of industry to pour it into the 
New York gamblers’ stock market. Let the 
workingmen and the farmers and the clerks 
pay off 6 per cent mortgages on their prop- 
erty that can be foreclosed instead of con- 
tributing compulsorily to the prepayment of 
a 3 * cent debt that cannot be foreclosed. 
Let Congress, by reducing taxation to the ex- 
tent of 100 millions a year, leave the earn- 
ings of 100,000,000 days’ work in the hands 
of the toilers to be spent by them on the 
products of mills and farms and forges, 
instead of being diverted in one great stream 
into Wall street to turn the huge wheels of 
its gambling-mills. | 
| HOAR’S ELECTORAL BILL. 
The Senate has again passed the Electoral 
bill prepared by Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
as it did in the last Congress, and the meas- 
ure will go over to the House of Representa- 
tives so early in the session that the Demo- 
cratic majority of that body will not be able 
to evade the responsibility of accepting or re- 
jecting it. In the event that the House shall 
refuse to concur in the Hoar bill it will be 
incumbent upon the Democrats to bring for- 
‘ward a bill covering the same ground; other- 
wise they will be directly to blame for leaving 
the count of the Electoral vote in its present 
confusdd condition, and for any excited con- 
test, like that between Hayes and Tilden, 
which shall arise in the future, 

The purpose of the Hoar bill Is to avoid so 
far as possible all dispute in Congress over 
the Electoral votes for President and Vice- 
President which shall be certified to it, and 
to fix a definit, inflexible rule which, in case 
such dispute cannot be avoided, shall assure 
an expeditious and final settlement of the 
same without recourse to such adventitious 
aid as that adopted in the spring of 1877. 
The bill seems to be absolutely devoid of 

hip; its methods will be equally 

fair to both parties and equally binding upon 
both. Its adoption will take from the party 
leaders who happen to be dominant in Con- 
gress at the time the Presidential vote is to 
be counted the power to adopt any procedure 
which may best serve a partisan purpose at 
the time; and in case the two Houses be un- 
der the control of antagonistic parties their 
partisan differences and schemes will be 
powerless to defeat a count of the vote under 
the terms of this act. : 

The bill provides as follows: (1) Tiiat each 
State may determine by its own judicial 
methods any controversy concerning the ap- 


| 


tion, when made six days prior to the meet- 
ing of the Electoral College, shall be conclu- 
sive evidence of lawful title and binding 
upon Congress in counting the votes; (2) that 
every objection made to the counting of 
any vote in the joint convention of the two 
Houses shall be submitted in writing and 
signed by at least one Senator and one mem- 
der of the House, and all such objections 
shall be considered by the Houses separately ; 
(8) that no Electoral vote from any State 
which has made but one set of returns shall 
be rejected except by the affirmative votes of 
both Houses; (4) when there is a question 
‘between two or more State tribunals claiming 
authority to determine what Electors have 
been appointed, the votes of those shall be 
counted whose title as Electors the two 
Houses, acting separately, shall concurrently 
decide is supported by the proper tribunal; 
(5) when there has been no determination by 
a State tribunal in the case of contesting 
votes, those only shall be counted which the 
two Houses, acting separately, shall concur- 
rently decide to be the lawful votes; (6) there 
is to be no debate in the joint conven- 
tion, speeches upon objections considered in 


and all discussion must be closed within two 
hours; (7) recesses are permitted only to 
consider objections in separate sessions, and 


no further recess can be taken by either 
House until it be finished. 
These are the essential provisions of Sena- 
tor Hoar's bill. If it become a law it will 
guarantee a fair count so far as any law can 
predetermine the action of Congress. If it 
fail to become a law, and no other measure of 
like structure be adopted, then the count of 
Electoral vote will be governed by no 
other rule than that which the two Houses 
of Gongress, controlled perhaps by opposit 
parties, shall be able to agree upon in the 
heat of a partisan contest; and if the election 
be at all close there will be a strong tempta-

Tun movement to secure a uniform divorce 
law by a constitutional amendment, which 
has been prominently headed by Gov.

The various State laws are so 
widely divergent in character and in many 
cases they are so lax in their provisions that 
divorces may be obtained upon the most 
trivial pretenses in many of the States, and 
with ease in all, except South Carolina, 
which has no divorce law. But in this latter 
State uncongenial couples have only to slip 
over into Georgia, where the laws provide 
such a numerous array of causes that a di- 
voree can be obtained as easily as in Indiana 
or New Hampshire, where scarcely an obsta- 
cle stands in the way. The true remedy 
would be for the State Legislatures fo har-

REPLY. 

In the first place, paupers in Europe” do 
not labor any more than paupers do in Amer- 
ica. Laborers in this country have nothing to 
fear from competition with paupers in any 
country; In the next place, American me- 
chanics are more rapid and efficient workmen 
than those of any other country, and the labor- 
saving machinery in nearly all classes of me- 
chanical industry is superior to that used in 
Europe, and food is cheaper and more plenti- 
ful, and population is far less crowded, and the 
struggle for life enormously less severe than 
in the Old World. As wages in all the highly- 
protected lines of manufacture have been 
steadily declining, and great numbers of work- 
men are being constantly discharged by reason 
of nothing to do at any wages in the 
protected shops and factories, we cannot 
see that they are in danger from the 
paupers of Europe. The trouble seems 
to result from too much “ protection.” 
The highest wages paid in Europe are in the 
one country—Engiand—where there is no“ pro- 
tection.” In those countries where the tariff 
is highest, as in Italy, Spain, and Russia, the 
wages are the lowest and the condition of the 
laborers the worst. It stands to reason that 
the higher the taxes are in a country the less 
of the earnings of the people will remain to be 
divided between labor and capital. It is a mis- 
taken idea that general prosperity is promoted 
by high taxes on consumption, or that the peo- 
ple are “ protected”’’ and bettered in condition 
by having to pay double for their manu- 
factures. RobDing Peter to pay Paul does not 
add anything to the pubiic wealth. If the 
tariff! was cut down one-half, and all such 
raw materials as wool, hides, skins, salt, 
iron and copper ore, pig-metal, coal, 
chemicals, and dyestuffs, hemp, flax, 
jute, tow, gums, stones, clays, lumber, and 
wood of all kinds were placed on the free list, 
the result would be the power of fabricating 
much cheaper goods of all sorts: and hence the 
demand for them would proportionally in- 
crease; the 25 millions of farmers would be 
able to buy greatly more; the millions of the 
railroad, professional, commercial, and salaried 


classes of people would purchase far more 


fabrics at the cheaper prices; and the ability 
to export surplus manufactures of many lines 
would then be reached. All this would cause a 


would rise rather than fall, and the purchasing 
power of earnings would be greatly enhanced. 


It is very singular that workmep do not more | 


generally perceive that in proportion as taxes 
are cut down—whether diredt or indirect there 
will be that much more of the products of labor, 
out of which all taxes are paid, to be divided 
among those who perform the labor and fur- 
nish the capital. The present indirect taxes in 
this country average not far from 50 per cent 
on all the necessaries of life and objects of use. 
This is a terrible su from the earnings 
of consumers. Cut do this enormous 
tax One-half and just think how it would lighten 
up the waterlogged Shipof State and how 
much faster she could sail! In other words, 
how it would relieve the industrial masses by 
cheapening the necessaries of life, and how the 
cheaper goods would incretse the demand for 
them tothe equal advantage of the artisans 
who fabricated them. 

Tne Board of Education has asked the 
Common Council to appropriate $550,000 for 
school-lots and school-buildings. This is a 
large amount considering the big sums spent 
during the last three years for new school- 


‘houses. Perhaps if the board members were 


to adopt a different method in the purchase of 
the lots and did not insist on ornate structures 
they would not need quite so large an appro- 
priation. At least $10,000 has been wasted on 
unnecessary appendages and ornamentation in 
two of the schools recently erected on the 
South Side. At the last meeting of the board a 
committee recommended the purchase of a lot 
on Forquer street, between Desplaines and 
Jefferson—a most undesirable situation fora 


school. The lot is 170 by 108 feet, and the price

Pope Leo's Instructions to the Plenary 


Council to Be Held in Baltimore Next 
November. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 16.~-A cable dispatch | 


from Rome says that Cardinal Simeoni, Prefect 
of the Propaganda, in an interview praised 
the American prelates for their piety and pat- 
riotism. Each Bishop, he said, received printed 
secret instructions as the result of the confer- 
ence with Pope Leo. These instructions will 
be conveyed to the Plenary Council at Balti- 
more in November. The instructions wil! then 
be considered in debates and perhaps amended. 
When adopted by the council they will be re- 
turned to Romecand the Holy See will confirm 
them as canon law for the United States. Car- 
dinal Simeoni noted four of the points 
in the instructions. The first point touches 
upon the higher sacerdotal education, 
which will embrace a two-years’ course 
in philosophy and three years in theology; a 
broader study of the physical sciences, as de- 
manded by the exigencies ot the times, and 
also a broader Biblical exegesis throughout ec- 
clesiastical history and canon law. second 
point treats of the appointment of episcopal 
consulters, who shall be known as Canons, like 
Roman chapters, and with similar duties, with 
limitation of the number of rectors to each 
diocese. The third point relates to the im- 
provement inthe method of nominating epis- 
copal candidates,and the fourth point to the 
improvement in the method of pastoral dioce- 
san visitations and in the rules creating the dio- 
cesan clergy. It also proposes to establish eo- 
clesiastical courts to try cases of discipline; to 
report on abuses arising from picnics, fairs, 
and other such entertainments; to improve 
and maintain Christian schools, and to report 
the best methods of preserving such property. 
Cardinal Simeoni also said the council at Bailti- 
more would be authorized to determine the 
preliminary rule regarding the tenure of 
priests. Cardinal Simeoni declined to say who 
would be the next American Cardinal, but left 
itto be Inferred that Archbishop Gibbons, 
whom the Pope esteems, would be appointed 
Cardinal. He said further no pressure 
had been brought to bear to withdraw the 
mission of Seppiacci to America, or to create 
Archbishop Gibbons a Delegate Apostolic.

It seems that there is a banker in Paris by 
the name of Auffmordt who advances money 
to manufacturers, conditioned upon their con- 
signing their goods to him, and they in- 
voiced low. down and sold here through a set of 
foreign firms which have scarcely any sub- 
stance at all, but are like the chameleon, one 
name today and another name tomorrow. The 
unlucky manufacturers, who were tempted by 
these advances, .were commonly ruined, and 
one of them some time ago resolved to disclose 
the scheme. This man ted to come to 
the United States. 

Meantime the merchants here knew that 
under the excessive tariff we possess it was 
next to impossibie to import honestly. They 
found right in New York mysterious firms to 
sell them goods which bad passed our custom- 
house, at almost the cost in Europe, and in 
some cases less than cost. This arose from the 
tricksters never paying the remaining instail- 
ments on the goods they had advanced upon, 
and the advances were seldom above 75 per 


Such importers as work here honestly have 
to control the artistic designs they deal in.

In that way our 
leading importers manage to do some little 
business.

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ANATOMY. 


There Is No Property in Corpses, Yet 
Stealing Bodies or Grave-Clothes 
Is a Felony. 


Marshall D. Ewell, of the Union College of 


nd Presents the Draft of a Bill Which, He 
‘Thinks, Should It Be Passed, Would Re- 
move Existing Evils. 


Marshall D. Ewell, Esq., a — of the 
faculty of the Union College Law, an ad- 
junct of the Northwestern University, has sub- 
mitted to the Chicago Medical College, another 
adjunct of the same institution, a history of 
legislation relating to the use of dead bodies for 
dissection in medical colleges, and also the 
draft of a bill which, should it become a law, 
be thinks would best subserve the interests of 
science and society. In reviewing the common 
Jaw respecting the disposition of dead bodies, 
Mr. Eweil says that the Eastern nations, many 
hundred years before Christ, considered dead 

_podies to be unclean. By the laws of the Turks 
a person who dug a corpse out of the ground 
in order to strip it was banished from society, 
and no one was suffered to relieve his wants till 
the relations of the deceased consented to his 
readmission. 

By the common law of England, and by the 
rule of the American common law, it is an in- 
dictable offense to take up a dead body, even 
for the purpose of dissection, as being contra 
bonos mores, and revolting. While there can 
be no property in a corpse, and, therefore, 
stealing it is no felony, yet it is a very high 
misdemeanor at the common law, and at the

Lord-Chief-Justice Willes heid that no person 
had any property in corpses. The stealing of the 
coffin or the grave-clothes was, however, a fel- 
ony. By the common law itis an offense against 
decency to take a person’s dead body with in- 
tent to sell or dispose of it for gain or profit.

BNGLISH LEGISLATION. 


Diesection for scientific purposes was regu- 
‘Jated in England at an early date. In 1540, un- 
der Henry VIII., the bodies of executed crim- 
inals were given to surgeons. In order to ter- 
rify wrong-doers a similar statute was passed 
under George. II., the substance of which was 
that the bodies of murderers immediately after 
execuuuon should be handed over to the sur- 


geons. 
In 1882 the elaborate act ot 2 and 3 William 
IV., ch. 75, entitled An act for regulating 
‘ gehools of anatomy.“ was passed, the preamble 
of which might with profit be read by the 
present Board of County Commissioners of 
Cook County. It is as follows: 
WHEREAS, A knowledge of the causes and nat- 
ure of sundry diseases which affect the body, and 
of the best methods of treating and curing such 
and 
wounds and injuries to which the human frame is 

le, cannot be acquired without the aid of 
anatomica! examination; and 

WHEREAS, The legal supply of human bodies for 
such anatomical examination is insufficient fully 
to provide the means of such knowledge; and 

WHEREAS, In order further to supply human 
bodies for such purposes divers great and griev- 
ous crimes have been committed, and lately mur- 
der, for the single object of selling for such pur- 
poses the bodies of the persons so murdered; and 

WHEREAS, Therefore it is highly expedient to 
give protection, under certain regulations, to the 
study and practice of anatomy, and to prevent as 
far as may be such greut and grievous crimes and 
murdor as aforesaid; be it enacted, etc. 

The act then proceeds to provide for licenses 
to practice anatomy; for the appointment of 
inspectors of schools of anatomy; for returns 
by the inspectors ot subjects reserved for 
anatomical examination; for the inspection of 
places where anatomy is practiced; for salaries 
of inspectors. Dissection was forbidden if the 
Geceased during life bad expressed any wish 
against it, or if the nearest living relative ob- 

The wishes of surviving relatives 

respected even if the deceased 

during life had expressed a desire to be dis 

sected. Minute directions are given as to the 

certificates which should accompany bodies in- 

tended for dissection and as to the records 
‘ which should be kept. 

In this country there is quite a diversity 
among the statutes upon this subject, and in 
many of the States, especially the Southern 
States, there is no legisiation whatever upon 
the subject other than statutes prohibiting the 
robbing of graves, etc. Many statutes, and 
among them the statutes of State (Rev.

THE LAKEFRONT. 


The Mayor Suspects that the Illinois Cen- 
tral Is Not Anxious to Consummate 
the Deal, 


I do not believe the proposition to sell the 
Lake-Front property will go through the City 
Council,” said Mayor Harrison yesterday. 

“On what do you base your reasons?” was 


asked. 

„Oh, the Council is a peculiar body, and from 
the way it looks now I do not believe the meas- 
ure will carry. There are too many new prop- 
ositions brought out and too many objections 
made. The idea that one inch is not sufficient 
to preserve the riparian rights of the city is 
nonsense, and has been explained again and 


the companies pay cash is unreasonable, as to 
do it under their charter they 
would be obliged to sell . bonds, 
If the metter should fall through they 
would have no investment forthe money. It 
looks to me asthough Ald. Wickersham was 
being advised—not intentionally, of course— 
by parties who are not favorable to the pro- 
posed transaction.

This was made 
with the suggestion that the project could be 
carried out in the nature of a compromise. It

**T am a little bit afraid that some one in the 
UDlinois Cent Company is endeavoring to 
work ina sch As I said before, it is not 
Mr. Clark, for he has been honest in this matter 
all the time. The Illinois Central, you see, is 
bound to stand by the Michigan Central in this 
proposed purchase, as it agreed to do so and 
cannot very well get out ofit. Now, hav- 
ing once gotten in, if the sale could be defeated 
it would let the IIlinois Central out, and it 
would be free to enter into any new compromise 
or agreement that it might see fit.

If, as the Mayor 
suspects, the Jilinois Central will fight its own 
measure in order to be released from its agree- 
ment with the Michigan Central, there may be 
some chance yet for the hungry Aldermen. An 
underhanded fight, with rich railroad corpora- 
tions as the principals, is always acceptable to 
the City Council. It may be that s is the

THE EXPOSITION. | 

In connection with the Lake-Front the Mayor 
was asked what he thought of the stand taken 
by the Board of Directors of the Exposition 
Company.

BAD BOSTON. 

The Hub Passing Through an Era of 
Law lesness—G arroters Escaping with 
Light Sentences. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 16.—[Special.]|—A dozen 
cases of garroting and a very large numberof 
burglaries within the last few days have caused 
excitement here only equaled by the garroting 
epoch of 1865. The outrages have been of the 
most daring description, and have been com- 
mitted at night, by at least two gangs, princi- 
pally at the south and west ends of the 
city. All __ the victims have deen 
badly used. fand two of 
are at the city hospital in a critical condition. 
Special orders were given out and a large num- 
ber of officers were detailed to patrol the streets 
in citizens’ clothes. Two more garroting out- 
rages were committed yesterday—one on a 
woman. Today the garroters of the woman 
were arrested and identified, ber watch being 
found on one of them. The police claim they 
are not supported by the courts, and point 
to a number of very light sentences 
imposed of late on garroters and burgiars. 
Monday a man convicted of garroting a milk- 
man was sentenced to two yea s imprisonment 
in the house of*correction. Yesterday Edward 
Farrell was sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment for garroting and robbing a woman whom 
he left insensible on the ground. Under the 
law Judges may sentence persons convicted of 
highway robbery to imprisonment for life or 
for any term of years. Judge Russell stamped 


out garroting in "65 by imposing a life sentence 
in every case. 


GUARDING AGAINST GHOULS.

About High Tariff and Wages. 

New SHARON, Ia., Jan. 14.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—You claim, as I understand, that 
our high tariff has caused [or helped to cause] 


the present hard times by stimulating manu- 


facturers to an “‘overproduction.” Also that, 
were the tariff reduced, laboring men would 
not suffer. This seems inconsistent. If high 
tariff caused an overproduction it certainly 
caused a great demand for the labo men 
that produced this overproduction.” 

Now, if we reduce or remove this tariff, as 
you desire, while our manufacturers are in 
such bad condition, while mills are already 
shutting down and wages being reduced, will 
it not cause a greater reduction in wages? Will 
not the laboring men that have caused this 
“ overproduction” be thrown out of employ- 
ment and the worst of hard times prevail? 
Please explain. EUGENE C. 

ANSWER. | 

[The laboring men are complaining more of 
the lack of any employment than of the reduc- 
tion of wages. The stimulation of excessive 
tariff acts on the labor market, like whisky on 
the drinker: it excites and produces recklesness, 
but adds no permanent strength and leaves the 
victim weak and sick. Wy 

A reduction of the excessive bounty taxes 
will prevent another big drunken spree of false 
prosperity some years hence, when the evil ef- 
fects of this last one have worn off. The late 
great demand for labor was unreal and un- 
healthy. The extra pay obtained by the work-. 
man was counterbalanced by increased cost of 
living. The dollars received for wages had less 
purchasing power. But that was not the worst 
of it. The farmers, whose crop-prices are fixed 
by the foreign demand for the surplus the home 
market can’t take, were not able to buy so much 
of these artificially protected dear goods; and 
in proportion as the protected manufactures 
grew dearer the fewer of them could the agri- 
cultural classes buy, and those higti-priced 
wares filled up the warehouses, unsold and un- 
salable. The glut struck the crazy protection 
boom ke a September frost in the tender 
corn, and it wilted. That is the condition of 
things now, That is where too much protec- 
tion bas landed the prosperity of this country. 
The remedy for it is to lower the taxes on the 
consumers, cheapen manufacturing, and thus 
enable the farmers to buy more goods, and at the 
same time secure a foreign market for the sur- 
plus stuff that may be produced by our fills 
and factories. Those who advocate high beun- 
ty taxes on the farmers for manufacturers al-

Station afew days ago to open 
up on the gang and clog, if possible, with the 
strong arm of the law the big glass wheel of 
the ticket-sellers. Sergt. Baer, of the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, was detailed to work 
up the evidence against the offenders, and was 
directed to devote his attention particularly to 
the fakes conducted by F. Dalzell & Co., 
who have, or did have, policy-shops scattered 
over the business part of the town. In some 
instances these shops were simply little rooms

“NOBODY'S CLAIM.” | 
JUDGE BLODGETT REFUSES TO GRANT AN IN- 
JUNCTION.

CHALLENGING A GRAND JURY. — 
IT IS DECIDED THAT THIS IS THE ONLY WAY 
| TO BREAK UP EXISTING EVILS. 

An important move has been determined 
upon by the League for the Suppression of the 
Sale of Liquor to Minors. For some time this 
organization has been quietly at work collect- 
ing evidence and also legal authorities to bear 
it out in a step which it has determined upon 


taking, and now considers its plans to be suffi- 


ciently matured to make the same public. 
These gentiemen claim that for a long time 
it has been an utter impossibility to 
convict saloonkeepers who are guilty of 


Solling liquor to minors, or to persons who are 


hapitual drunkards, because, whenever a com- 
plaint is sworn out against a rumseller for vio- 
lation of the law, he takes a very safe course 


to prevent the infliction of any penalty. When 
brought before a Justice of the Peace the pre- 
liminary examination is waived, so that 
whole question eventually rests 
hands of the 
hére it ends. The league 
that it is a notorious fact that this latter body 
has been for a long time the slave of the liquor 
interest, and that cases are thrown out by the 
wholesale. In fact, it is not deemed necessary 
to bring in an occasional bill for the sake of 
making a slight pretense to decency. 

The County Commissioners cannot ‘be relied 
upon to protect the people in the matter, for a 
majority are nothing but the tools of the same 
interest, and therefore it is impossible to look 
fora grand jury whose inclinations will be 
otherwise than to serve their master, the Sa- 
loonkeepers’ Association. : 

In the light of these facts, which the league 

claime to be able to establish thoroughly, it is 
now deemed necessary io strike a blow at the 
root of the evil by e direct attack upon the 
grand jury itself. They have, therefore, de- 
cided, after carefully fortifying their position 
with facts and with what is deemed sound legal 
advice, to come before Judge Hawes next Mon- 
day morning, when the new grand jury. assem- 
bles, and challe the entire body, sup- 
plementing the action with a request that an 
entirely new set of jurors shall be drawn under 
the charge of the Judge of the Criminal Court. 
It is not intended that the matter shall be 
dropped at that point, but there will bea steady 
attack upon the present system of selecting 
the grand jury until it is entirely wrested trom 
the control of the County Commissioners. 
All the details of the present matter have been 
arranged with a thoroughness which its friends 
claim is bound to result in carrying it through 
successfully, and they are sanguine in the hope 
that in thé future the cases wherein the violat- 
ors of the liquor laws shall fail to receive mer- 
ited punishment will be in the minority.

For nearly ten years we have been ti to 
secure legislation on this subject, but so far 
without success. Bills have been repeatedly 
introduced, which, after passing the House, 
would be thrown out or held over by the Sen- 
ate Committee onCommerce. We have not be- 
come disheartened, however. The trouble has 
been that we have been too late in getting our 
petitions before the House, but we have got in 
‘on time this session, and hope definit 
action will be taken. The matter has. 
already been referred to the Committee on 
Commerce, and we have every reason to be- 
lieve it will meet with a favorable reception. 
What we are fighting for on the lakes is to 
drive Canadians off our vessels. They are at 
present largely employed on American craft to 
our detriment. We don’t see many of them 
here, but fully 50 per cent of the licenses is- 
sued at Detroit and various ports on Lake Erie, 
Lake Ontario, and the St. Lawrence River are 
to Canadian subjects. Our laws are very loose 
on this matter. All that is required is that an 
alien shall declare his intention of becoming a 
citizen, and six months later he gets a license. 
We don't want to prevent any one getting a 
license if he really intends becoming a 
citizen, but a large number of „for- 
eigners who obtain licenses have no 
such intention. “They live on foreign soil, 
earn their money on our vessels, and spend it 
at home. The inj to us is plainly seen. 
Canadians can live at home much cheaper than 
we can;and can consequently work for less. 
They pay no taxes here, nor do they spend 
hardly a cent. I know, as I have worked with 
them. What we want is an act that prohibits 
the issue of a license to any one in 
the merchant-marine service of the United 
States unless he is a pe nt resident or 
can show naturalization pers.

A NEW DEVICE FOR RESCUING PEOPLE FROM 
BURNING BUILDINGS. 


A successful test of the life-line throwing 


gan was made at the Water-Works yesterday 


morning. D. J. Swenie, Fire Marshal; C. 8. 
Petrie, Assistant Fire Marshal; and D. C. 
Cregier, Commissioner of the Board of Public 
Works, were present and assisted in the test, 
which was the first public trial of the utility of 
the gun made in America. 

The gun is a simple contrivance, with a stock 
and trigwer very similar to those of an ordi- 
nary musket. The barrel is about one and a 
half inches in diameter and fourteen inches in 


length. In its centre is a tube a quarter of an 
inch in diameter, through which the twine is 
placed and one end attached to the stock, the 
remainder of the 150 feet of twine used being 


coiled in a sort of cartridge or canister six 


teen inches long. The cartridge is hollow and 
fits in closely to the barrel and around the tube. 
It may be of paperor brass as desired. Pow- 
der is placed at the end of the cartridge, sep- 
arated from it by u paper wad. A common cap 
is used to discharge it. 

The first tests consisted in the line 
in a nearly horizontal direction and then nearly 
perpendicularly—in both cases the line was 
carried straight for about 125 feet. An effort 
to throw the line over the tower failed on 
account of poor marksmanship, but it was evi- 
dent, however, that the feat could be easily 
accomplished after further practice. A small 
window in the tower about ninety feet from 
the ground was raised and several attempts 
were made to throw the cartridge through the 
opening—in several instances the cartridge 
struck near the casement, conclusively proving 
that practice would make the aim of the gun- 
ner moderately sure. But once during the test 
owing to an excessive quantity 


opinion of Marshal Swenie the gun would 
throw a line over the highest buildings in the 
city, and this he thought was the most feasible 
manner in which to use it, as it might be some- 
what dangerous to throw the cartridge direct- 
ly at a window occupied by terror-stricken 
people who undoubtedly would not have suffi- 
cient presence of mind to get out of its way. 
By sending a line over a burning building it 
would be an easy matter to get it within 
reach of persons at a window, and for them to 
pull up rope to which the line would be at- 
tached would require but a few seconds. 

Courmissioner Cregier was equally well 
pleased with the results of the experiments, 
and thought the device could be made ex- 
tremely useful in the work of the Fire Depart- 
ment by placing two guns on each truck, so as 
to allow several trials of throwing lines in 
quick succession. ‘ 

Of the numberiess fire-escapes and contriv- 
ances which have been brought out by recent 
holoc austs in which victims have been sacri- 
ficed, owing to the lack of any means of escape, 
in full view and hearing of the powerless s 
tators on the pavement below, the life-line 
gun seems to be the simplest and at the same 
time one of the most practical. Its simplicity, 
which in times of excitement consequent upon 
great fires is of great importance, gives it an 
advantage over the more complicated devices 


which have been brought forward. The gun is 


a Scotch invention, and is being introduced 
with success in England, it is said. 


BUILDERS’ & TRADERS’ EXCHANGE. 
A MEETING TO PERFECT THE ORGANIZATION— 
CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

About 125 builders and members of kindred 
trades were in attendance at the meeting held 
yesterday afternoon to perfect the organiza- 
tion of the Traders’ & Builders’ Exchange. 
George Tapper, the Chairman, announced that 
F. E. Spooner, Philip Wadsworth, J. W. McGin- 
nis, Erastus Foote Jr., William E. Hale, and 
Thomas Conelly had been added to the com- 
mittee appointed at the initial meeting to pro- 
cure signatures to the call for organization. 

George Prussing, Chairman of the Committee 
on By-Laws, presented a draft of a constitu- 
tion and by-laws modeled from those now gov- 
erning the Builders’ Exchanges at Boston, 
New York, Cincinnati, and St. Louis. The re- 
port of the committee was adopted without de- 
bate. The constitution states the purposes of 
the organization to be the renting and furnish- 
ing of a suitable room where daily meetings of 
members can be held; to promote mechanical 
and industrial Interests; to inculcate just and 
equitable principles of trade; to establish 
and maintain uniformity m commercial 
usages; and to adjust differences and settle dis- 
putes between members or between members 
and others. The officers will bea President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and 


ten Directors. The annual meétings will be 


held the third Monday of Janua each year, 
nominations of candidates for office to be made 
at least five days preceding the same, and be 
posted in the exchange-room.

CARTER AND THE CONSTITUTION. 
HE EXPOUNDS THE ORGANIC LAW FOR HIM- 

SELF AND SAYS THE INSTITUTIONS WHICH 

GET FREE WATER ARE NOT SECTARIAN. 

The attention of the Mayor was called yester- 
day to Sec. 3 of Art. 8 of the Constitution, 
which renders illegal the ordinance and order 
passed by the Council authorizing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to grant rebates to sec- 
tarian institutes. The Mayor said he had read 
the article in Toe TRIBUNE, but did not think 
the institutions to which it referred were sec- 
tarian. It was true that man or them were 
conducted under the auspices of the Catholic 
Church and other denominations, but any 
Protestant might apply to a Catholic school 
and obtain admission. It would be just as 
fair, he said, to say that the public schoois 
were sectarian, because they were conducted 
by Protestants. There was no relig- 
ion taugh in these Catholic schools. 
and he did not believe they could be classed as 
sectarian, nor that the Constitution intended 
any such discrimination to be made. When 
reminded that Commissioner Cregier believed 
the ordinance to be unconstitutional, the May- 
or replied that Mr. Cregier was not as good a 
lawyer as he was, but was a better engineer. 

Notwithstanding the Mayor’s stand the City 
Law Department is not so sure on this point, 
and while the members are not willing to ex- 
press any opinion they admit that it is a very 
nice question, and one that is open for argu- 
ment.

BISHOP SPALDING. 
WHAT THE CATHOLIC COLONIZATION SOCIETY 

IS DOING—?THE PLENARY COUNCLL AND THE 

QUESTIONS TO COME BEFORE IT. 

Bishop J. T. Spalding, of Peoria, returned 
yesterday from his trip to New York.
